LOTTERY was advanced to Firreen Do.tiars} 


and-2 o’clock in the morning, the great Eastern 
mail, on its way from Philadelphia to Baltimore, 
was attacked by three (or four) armed ruffians about 
2 miles beyond the Gunpowder Falls, and 16 from 
Baltimore. At the spot where the robbery took 
place there was a high bank on each side of the 
road, and the robbers had placed a quantity of brush, 
rails, &c. across the way to intercept the passage 
of the stage. The driver and guard anticipating an 
attack prepared to give them a warm reception, and 
when they came to the obstruction they perceived 
two or three men approach from their concealment. 
The guard of the mail who was well armed, defend- 
ed it bravely, and fired his blunderbuss at them, and 
afterwards on examination much biood was found 
on the spot. Two men then appeared at whom he 
fired two pistols in succession, but with little or no 
effect, and having no further means of attack or de- 
fence, was knocked down by a blow on the left side 
of his head with the butt of a pistol. The driver 
seeing the fate of the guard ran to the nearest house 
on the road to request assistance. The neighbor- 
hood was immediately alarmed, and a number of 
persons promptly repaired to the spot where the 
robbery was committed, and found the guard lying

They were 
both taken tothe house of the manager—while Em- 
monheiser was undergoing an examination by a ma- 
gistrate. Moore was sent out of the room. While 
Mr. Stokes was talking to Moore, he saw that his 
vest was buttoned up rather closely; on pulling 
aside a black silk handkerchief which appeared to 
be arranged with care to cover his breast, he saw 
the marks of blood on Moore’s shirt; upon further 
examination, it was found that he was wounded bad- 
ly in the breast, with six or seven buck shot. Find- 
ing himself thus detected, he immediately made a 
‘full confession of the fact of robbing the mail, in 
which he was assisted by Emmonheiser, (then un- 
der arrest) and another forgeman named Ward. 
The latter was immediately arrested, and on exa- 
m/nation, was found to be severely shot in the hand, 
by the blunderbuss Moore also confessed where 
the packages taken from the mail were hid—he went 
with Messrs. Stokes, Rouse and others, to a place 
where a bag belonging to the forge was found up- 
der the leaves, in which were contained about two 
bushels of packages. Those on the top were known 
to be quarterly accounts of Postmasters, on their 
way to the General Post Office; these packages ap- 
peared to be marked with blood.

FRANCE anp SPAIN.-—-The French army un- 
der the Duc d’Angouleme ENTERED MADRID 
on the 23d May. Accounts state that the most ef- 
ficient of the Spanish chiefs are deserting the cause 
of the Constitution, and are adopting measures, 
which, in effect will be the same as embracing the 
part of the invaders. ‘I'he papers contain three do- 
cuments of great interest, but which our limits will 
not permit the insertion of. The first is a letter of 
the 11th of May, from the count de Montijo, to the 
count d’Abisbal, the Spanish general at Madrid, 
calling upon him to declare himself independent un- 
the King shall be released, and asserting that “ to 
put in practice the Constitution of 1812 is physical- 
ly and morally impossible; the other is the answer 
of count d’Abisbal, cated the 15th, declaring “that 
the majority of the naton does not desire to conti- 
nue the Constitution of 1812,’ and suggesting the 
adoption of the following measures, viz:—Ist, To 
notify to the duke d’Angouleme that the Span:h 
nation, in concurrence with the King, would alter 
their Constitution.—2d, To bring back the King to 
Madrid.—3d, To convoke a new Cortes.—4th, That 
the King should nommate a new Ministry.—5th, 
That a general Amnesty should be published. Tie 
substance o! the letter was placarded through Mad- 
rid on the 16th of May, and on the 17th the count 
d’Abisbal issued a proclamation, exhorting the in- 
habitants to receive the Freuc’ army as Friends ! 

The Quotidienne, spezkiny of this news, adds, 
that the Southern province c: La Mancha is in full 
insurrection against the Constitution; that Ferdinand 
is expected shortly at Madrid, and that Abisbal is 
believed to have acted in concert with the generals 
Morillo and Ballasteros. One thing is very evident, 
whether the war be broughtto a close in consequence 
of this turn of affairs, as the London papers all pre- 
dict, or not, there has been a lamentable want of 
something in the Spanish cabinet—they have cer- 
tainly shown more energy in writing than fighting.
